Henry M. Phillips, E&q., In pluce of Mr, Bididle, and
Willlwm 1. Hirst, Esq.. appeared on behalf of the
Democratic Assossors, and Charles M Glbbons, Esg.,
a8 amicus curie,
The partioular section nnder connideration re-
fquires the Assessors, hy the Sk (!;li’ of June, to
make out alphabetical lists of every hotel, tavern,
restanrant, and sallors’ hoarding-house, designating
such J1|I|l"' by Itx streat and numbor, ARHEsSInE n
connty tax npon each gualitied elector keaping such
hotel, ete,, but are not to put upon such &t any
bhoarder at sach hotel, ete., who Is not a gualilled
elector, having s legul residence in the diviglon,
And another gection provides that all laws relating
to the collection of personnl twxes und elections io
the city of Philadelphia Inconsistent with this law
are repeaied,
Mr Phillips, who opened the argument, thooght
the Legislatiure had fallen Into the error of consider-
Ing taxes g8 for no other purpose than to give the
right to vote, for by this provision they had taken
from the asscssors’ lists large numbers of taxable
persons who might bt at such places a8 deslgnated
n the law, but not yet have the residence required

San Fraxasco, May 18 —Late Moyl
advices says a vigorous chmpalign is being carried
on by the citizens against the robbers and -
pappers in the States of Jalisco and Michoaran.,
Numerous engagements have taken place, in
which the robbers were worsteéd, and bhad many
killed.

The Apache
Indians who were driven from Arizona are mak
ing terrible Inroads in Bonora, devastating tl
whole frontier.

ourioeity, doubtloss,  will amply
satisfled  with  the  announcement that the
old post had lnughed common deceney and hu-
nunity to scorn in the days when half-naked
wormen were manacled to it and their sense of
shame lost sight of In the more poignant agony
which thrilled their bodies nt each descent of
the leathern thong; in the days when the women
who bad given Lirth to sons of Delawure were
lifted high up in the air and beut ot o right
angle, in order that their necks and wrists might
be thrust throngh apertures not much larger
than o knot hole: in the days when both men
and women, while thus tortured In the name of
the dgutraged law, werd defiled and humiliated
by the contact of dead cats and addled egea. All
these things were of semi-unnual occurrence not
wany yoears ago, and the old shrive on which
steh offerings to justice were placed had been,
again and ngain, thus polluted.

It wae not {or the reason that such [lems have
heen expurgated from the liturgy of Delaware,
and that an altar which had been thus polluted
was nnworthy of the offerings of a less barba-
rous people, that the Jail Commissiopers decreed |
its demaolltion, but simply becanse Its timbors
were rotten, its nails rusty, ite joints creaky, its
touf ensemible disereditable.
